T»enlv-nlnF per cent of llie total . 
was man-iau«ed. Matheo's said. 

Lack of rain In this' area slnca 
Aug. 1 has resulted In a conditio ' 
which becomes "constantly more 
linsardous," Mntliews quoted Ployd 
.W. Qodilcii. regional fire control^if- 
fleer, as saying. Though the May 
and June rslns postponed the lire 
season, they gave rise to an "excep- 
tionally heavy growth of cheat grass ' 
which hss become tinder dry cans- ' 
Ing a high fire harnrd," the report- 

Of the region's 138 man-caused 
fires, 70 of them ^ere caused by- 
careless smolcers and 33 of them by 
csmperi. Top cause of fires was 
lightning which Ignited 399 biases.
